EDWARD HURLEY TALKS 


Bonds Given to the City and Street 
Railway Company for the 
Ohio Street Paving *. 


A representative of the D e m o ­ 


c r a t 
called 
on Gity 
Counselor 
Cashman this morning and request­ 
ed him to make a statement per­ 
taining to the maintenance bond in 
connection with the paving of Ohio 
street. 
Mr. Cashman said that he did 
not like newspaper notoriety, but 
that on account of the wrong im­ 
pression that certain publications 
would probably give to the people 
of Sedaliu, he would say that the 
ordinance providing for the paving 
of Ohio street divided the work up 
into 
two 
separate 
and 
distinct 


parts. 
’The ma\or and council 
at 
the 
time took the necessary 
steps 
to 
compel the street railway company 
to pave between its tracks and one 
foot on the outside of each rail 
of 
its tracks, at its own expense, and 
thereby save that am unt to 
the 
abutting property owmns. 
The contract between the 
city 
and ^Ir. Hurley had no 
relation 
whatever to the part of the street 
paved by the street railway com­ 
pany and 
at 
its 
expense. 
That 
part of the street was paved under 
a private, separate and distinct con­ 
tract between Mr. Hurley and the 
railroad company. 
“ W hat that contract is I have 
no means of kn ow in g,” said Mr. 
Cashman, “ and as far as the city is 
concerned it has no interest in that 
contract in any w ay whatever. 
“ W hen that part of the street 
occupied 
by 
the 
street 
railw'ay 
com pany’s track becomes out of re­ 
pair the city is not required to go 
into any contract between the com­ 
pany and a private individual. 
It 
simply looks to the railroad corn- 
pany to make the repairs and it is 
compelled to make them. 
If the 
railroad company has any recourse 
on other parties that is a private 
matter in which the city has no in­ 
terest or concern. 
“ A s to the maintenance bond, I 
prepared that bond in the regular 
w ay, prior to the time the tax bills 
were issued for the paving of the 
street. 
I am informed that Mr, 
Hurley had the bond duly signed, 
and that it was approved by the 
mayor. 
I am not in a position to 
state whether Mr. Hurley filed the 
bond or not. 
I know, however,that 
Mr, Montgomery, Mr. H urley’s at­ 
torney at that time,and myself were 
extremely 
cautious 
about 
every 
step that was taken, and repeat­ 
edly went over the matter together 
to see that everything was done as 
required by law. 
. ^ 
^ 
“ I am perfectly satisfied 
that 
everything 
was done. 
There is 
nothing connected with this 
ter at all that affects the righfs of 
the city. 
Mr. Hurley will be re­ 
quired to keep in good 
five years all that part of Ohio 
street paved under 
his contract 
with the city. This is as far as the 
city has any interest, and I am sat­ 
isfied that there is no occasion for 


Mr. Hurley, the contractor, was 
seen by the 
D e m o cr a t and 
said 
seven feet paved by him 
in 
the 
center of Ohio street was a matter 
between him and the railroad com­ 
pany alone, and the city had noth­ 
ing to do with it. 
A t the time the paving was laid 
he was anxious to put in oak strips 
to fill the open space of 2 ^ inches 
on the inside and outside of 
the 
rails, and nail them to 
the 
oak 
stringers 
beneath. 
The 
railroad 
company objected and insisted on 
cement being used, while the city 
engineer wanted asphalt. 
A s his contract was 
with 
the 
railroad company and not with the 
city, 
he 
used 
cement, 
notwith­ 
standing he felt satisfied 
that 
it 
would 
soon work loose and 
not 
prove satisfactory in the end. 
Mr. Hurley said that he com­ 
plied with his contract with botli 
the city and street car company in 
every particular, and he had given 
a bond to each, but he did not re­ 
member the amount of either, al­ 
though he thought that to the city 
was in the sum of $15,000.

He resides in a little hut built of 
palm bark, topped with a roof of 
straw. 
This mansion answers well 
his purpose, and in it he lives con­ 
tented. 
He needs but little cloth­ 
ing, while his children require still 
less. 
But, my boy, there is a better 
class of natives, who are just* the 
opposite of the former. 
They be­ 
lieve 
in education 
and learning 
trades. I have met some very intel­ 
ligent Cubans. 
A ll credit is due 
them. 
While speaking of trades, 
I believe them to be past masters of 
architecture. 
It may be (juaint, 
yet their houses are large and rooms 
spacious, cool and comfortable. 
The court yards, in particular, 
are a splendid feature, with usually 
a fountain in the center, it being 
encircled by elaborate statues and 
effectively arrayed tropical shrub­ 
bery and ever-blooming llowers- 
indeed, a fascinating, almost be­ 
witching scene, especially to the 
eves of a stranger. 
The 
word 
“ señorita!” 
How 
pleasant it sounds and how well it 
befits so many of these maids, who 
possess 
a wealth of black 
hair, 
long eye lashes, a pure complexion, 
dark eyes 
and 
gentle 
features. 
Though as if designed for some 
sublime purpose, they are modest 
and neat in appearance. 
Throngs 
of them may be seen of an even- 
ing promenading around the plaza, 
invariably 
accompanied 
by 
the 
mother or in charge of a chaper- 


^ The city is partly surrounded by 
lofty 
mountains, 
overlooking 
a 
splendid bay and harbor. 
It has a 
population of perhaps 40,000 or 
more. 
I could not ascertain the 
exact number. 
It has a first-class 
electric light and ice plant, a large 
sugar factory, foundries, numerous 
smaller industries, but no sewer- 
age whatever. 
Nevertheless, the 
city is kept clean and in fair sani­ 
tary condition. 
The 
streets 
are 


lected. 
There is one grand drive­ 
way, 
however, which is 
several 
miles in length, well paved and 
improved with shade trees. 
It fol­ 
lows the bay and terminates at the 
fort, on the staff of which tlutters 
serenely to the breeze Old Glory. 
The "native mechanic has some­ 
thing to learn from his American 
brother, but he’s an expert tobac­ 
conist, stonemason and saddler. 
The Spanish and French control 
the commercial interests of 
this 
city, but few carry large stocks of 
merchandise. 
A ll ask exorbitant 
prices for their wares, especially of 
an American. 
Outside of government employ­ 
ment, in which I am, an American 
stands but little show, and 1 would 
not advise anyone to emigrate to 
Cuba as yet.unless accompanied by 
a barrel of silver. 
The climate has been misrepre­ 
sented ’Tis true, the rainy season is 
severe on foreigners, but sickness 
prevails even at home, my boy. 
The air seems light, and it is very 
pleasant in the shade and very cool 
at night. 
The 
thermometer has 
not as yet registered above the 96 
mark this summer. 
The rainy sea­ 
son is well on. and heavy rain> oc­ 
cur daily, 
regularly every after­ 
noon. 
Again, at intervals of from 
;wo to four days, no rain what­ 
ever. 
The sun 
has shone ever^ 
day since my stay on the island. 
But, Edwin, my time is limited, 
must hurry on and give you a 
)rief hint of our Fourth of July in 
Matanzas. 
A t daybreak on the morning of 
the 
memorable 
Fourth 
the 
big 
guns from the fortress belched forth 
:wenty-one 
salutes 
in 
honor 
of 
that glorious day, an occasion so 
dear and ever 
cherished 
in 
the 
hearts 
and 
memories 
of 
every 
American, 
be 
he 
at 
home 
or 
abroad; and while the echoes of 
the 
thundering 
fires 
were 
still 
lingering 
and 
resounding in the 
hills, all hearts bursted into enthu­ 
siasm and chimed in as best they 
could in memory of that historic 
event. 
W e celebrated the day in good 
old American fashion, in conjunc­ 
tion with our 
Cuban comrades. 
Parades were held and speeches 
made and public 
buildings 
and 
private houses were lavishly draped 
and decorated 
with 
Cuban 
and 
American 
flags. 
The festivities 
closed with fireworks and open air 
dances at night. 
. 
One Cuban patriot expressed his 
sentiments by carrying 
a Cuban 
banner draped in black to indicate 
that their cause was lost. 
M y room is only a short distance 
from the beach, and hundreds of 
people are plunging and rolling 
about in the 
surf, 
which 
offers 
natural 
advantages 
for bathing 
purposes; but, my boy, 
I 
must 
conclude. 
The sun is setting be­ 
hind the cocoa and 
palm 
trees.
